Up until 1942 a man could get 
a Grade A. bride for six cows, one 
bull and ten goats. But then the 
war and the effects of civilization 
began to penetrate into the British 
Crown Colony of Kenya. 

In 1947, there were complaints 
amrong the young tribesmen that 
they were being asked to deliver 
16 cows, one bull and as many as 
20. goats for the same quality wife 
they could have picked up at half 
the price a few years ago. 

Price controls were established by 
the tribal councils in order to niect 
the emergency. In 1948, the grand 
tribal ‘council pegged the price of 
a reliable brand Gusii wife at the 
pre-inflation or “rollback” rate of 
six cows, one bull and ten goats. 

Now, however, the Gusii economy 
is suffering from “hidden” infla- 
tion. Fathers with especially .de- 
sirable daughters are demanding 
“under-the-counter” payments in 
addition to the fixed price of six 
cows, etc. So, the price spiral has 
started all over again. 

The moral? Wives are expensive 
ail over the world—The Commer- 
cial and Financial Chronicle.

There are seven basic ways to 
prepare eggs—bake, fry, broil, 
poach, scramble, make, into omelet, 
and cook in the shell. Most of these 
ways are familiar to housewives, but 
the omelet is often considered diffi- 
cult. To make a good omelet allow 
one tablespoon of milk for each egg. 
Melt enough butter in skillet 
to form a thin layer ayer €itire sur- 
face.

Big-scale experiments are to be 
made this summer with a new drug 
to confirm a theory that it can pep 
up the mental power of elderly men 
and women by providing their 
brains with more oxygen. 

Known as cytochrome C, the 
drug consists mainly of a reddish 
liquid drawn from the hearts of 
horses. It is now being manufac- 
tured in a North of England Labor- 
atory. 

Some elderly people have already 
been treated with this drug in a 
British hospital. The results were 
promising. All the men and women 
showed improved mental. alertness 
when the drug was carefully pump- 
ed in to stimulate their ageing grey 
matter. “ : 

Some men who volunteered to 
breathe in ait deficient in oxygen 
lost much of their reasoning power 
and their sight became blurred: 

If the new experiments are suc- 
cessful, the average man and wo- 
man will no longer lose about 40 
per cent of his or her grey matter 
by the age of 60. All our bodies con- 
tain small quantities of cytochrome 
C, which helps the brain to make 
the most of its oxygen. By receiv- 
ing additional supplies by means of 
the drug—a fortnight’s course of the 
treatment every six months is sug- 
gested—elderly people will be able 
to reason more effectively and take 
a greater interest in what is happen- 
ing in the world.

After a Century 
Meat Still Fresh 


A problem that has long baffled 
mankind has been solved by United 
States scientists after three years 
of intensive research—how to pre- 
serve food indefinitely. They claim 
that it will enable America to start 
immediately to preserve up to 50,- 
000,000 pounds of food annually. 

After long and often fruitless ex- 
periments, three scientists wrapped 
a leg of lamb airtight and placed 
it on a shelf in their laboratory. 
Then they sent a 3,000,000-volt 
reharge of electrons through it. That 
was about two and a half vears ago. 

The other day they inspected the 
lamb. It was as fresh and as tasty 
as on the day they wrapped it up. 
What is the secret of its fresh- 
ness? It is the capacitron, rays 
from which kill the organisms that 
cause decay in food and other per- 
ishable goods. The scientists know 
now that the electrons harm only 
two kinds of food and plant cells 
—strawberries and lettuce. 

Don’t be in a hurry to scrap your 
refrigerator just yet, but Dr. Arno 
Brasch, leader of the scientific team 
who made the discovery, says he 
is sure that food can be preserved 
indefinitely by the new process. 

More than 150 years ago Napo- 
leon decided that the preservation 
of food in some easily portable 
form would be of enormous as-

Once help seemed near, for two 
boys from Okak, sent by the mis- 
sionary to see how the family was 
faring, peered through the window.

ran back to Okak with the report: 
“All dead at Ogaksiorvik.” 

Only after two months did the 
missionaries find little Martha, take 
her to Okak, and nurse her back to 
health with care and nodrishing 
food. Today she lives at Nain, mar- 
ried to a fine young Eskimo, mother 
of two-healthy children. 

Robinson Crusoe Life 

Mrs. Miriam MacMillan, who ex- 
plored the grim coast with her hus- 
band, Cdr. Harold MacMillan, of 
Peary Expedition fame, and was the 
first woman to voyage to within 
660 miles of the Pole, tells other 
dramatic stories of that bleak sea- 
board in “I Married an Explorer.” 
Sailing past Belle Isle, also called 
the Isle of Demons, in his expedi- 
tion schooner Bowdoin, she recalled 
the strange tale of beautiful Mar- 
guerite, niece of Sieur de Roberval, 
a pioneer of New France, on a voy- 
age to the New World 400 years 
ago. 

Aboard ship, Marguerite became 
infatuated with a dashing young 
cavalier, and Roberval, incensed 
over the aiffair, decided to punish 
her by putting her ashore on this 
ghost-ridden island, with only her 
old nurse, Bastiene, for company.

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Somehow a cell goes wrong. May- 
be it's a cell jn the lungs, or a Wo- 
man’s breast, or on the skin, or in 
the throat.

Here at Markdale, Ont., ninety 
miles north of Toronto, where noth-

Many fruits that are rated too 
tender for commeycial orchards may?) 
prove hardy in northern climates 
under the sheltered conditions of 
a home.garden, especially if they 
are kept in a vigorous condition of 
health, Nine-tenths of my trees are 
listed as not hardy for this district, 
and yet over the past two decades 
my losses have been quite neglig- 
ible. Yet even the soil is wrong for 
fruit growing. And, since the garden 
is twenty-five miles from any siz- 


able body of water, it is subject to ° 


vicious late frosts when the trees 
are in fulf bloom or later: 22 degrees 
above zero on June 8, 1949, for ex- 
ample

Fruit varieties ate temperamental 
about deciding where they will suc- 
ceed. The Comice pear bears won- 
derful fruit in my orchard, but does 
not do well 100 miles farther south 
in the Niagara peninsula, where the 
conditions are logically more con- 
genial. If it is well grown, nothing 
approaches this variety in quality. 
However, its dessert excellence is 
offset to some extent by light crop- 
ping and the extra years it takes to 
reach bearing age.

The Bartlett pear fully merits its 
popularity and should be in every 
garden. If dwarfed, it will need rigid 
support, since it forms a weak union 


with the quince understock. Variety - 


Conference is’also most satisfactory. 
In contrast to the experience of 
some gardeners in other and more 
favorable districts, I have found it a 
much more interesting dessert pear 
than Bartlett. 


And s0 it is risky to predict what 
any specific fruit will do in a specific 
location. One of my tests with 
peaches showed that Vedette proved 
hardier and more prolific than eight 
other varieties, and was equally 
good in quality. Apples that have 
thrived in my garden are, in order 

rof hardiness and of earliness, Yel- 
low Transparent, Astrachan, Melba, 

McIntosh and Delicious.

The tree that has the best chance 
of survival—in any climate—is the 
young one that has not yet come 
into bearing. It is freer from the 
debilitating effects of disease and 

insects, and it is spared the burden 
of cropping. Therefore, it follows 
that dusting and spraying of fruit 
trees and thinning of crops not only 
improves the, quality of the fruit 
but also builds up resistance against 
next winter’s sub-zero weather. By 
the same token, anything that 
lowers the vitality of a tree, such 
as transplanting, spray injury, in- 
. correct pruning, spring floods or 
summer drought, may ‘result in 
winter losses. 

‘ * * 

Tf a fruit tree has been injured, 
there are several ways of compen- 
sating. For instance, last summer 
the European red mite, which had 
been only a minor nuisance in pre- 
vious years, suddenly increased 
enormously and caused serious 
damage to the apple foliage. I re- 
moved. the entire crop from all the 
affected trees, even though it was 
only four or five weeks before har- 
vest, With the additional. help of 
extra fertilizers, cultivation, mound- 
ing of soil and mulching, they came 
through last winter in good health. 

* * * 

The actual mechanical protection 
from cold Weather begins when 
trees are set out. They should: be 
trained against south or west walls 
—wooden,’ or preferably masonry. 
The warmth of these walls and the 
shelter they offer from cold north 
winds may be protection cnough 
for some districts. But not for 
Markdale, Ont. Here, one of two 
further safeguards is needed: (1) 
wrapping the branches with burlap, 
or (2) leaning wooden sections 
against the walls. (The wooden sec- 
tions need to be tall enough to reach 
over the tops of trees.)

Wrapping with burlap may ex- 
tend the margin of safety by about 
10 degrees; wooden covers saved 
not only the wood tissue but also 
the fruit buds both times that the 
temperature dropped to forty be- 
low zero in my garden.

The. surprising protection given 
by the rough, loose-fitting wooden 
covers is due to the “lag” between 
the temperature in the open and 
under the covers. Extremely cold 
temperature seldom lasts more than 
three or four hours. If it did the lag 
would be overcome and the trees 
would perish 

All tender trees benefit from a 
mound of soil built up around the 
base of the trunk, whether wooden 
covers are used or not. A mulch 
on top of this also helps, but it must 
not be added until the ground is

With this extra protection during 
the winter, healthy trees will sur- 
vive extremely cold winteys. But the 
gardener should not forget the im- 
portance of doubling vigilance 


" against any kind of damage to the 


fruit trees during the growing sea- 
son and of following the best cul- 
tural procedures. 
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The wide, light green blades of 
crabgrass are now pushing through 
many a gardener’s carefully tend- 
ed expanse of turf. By midsummer, 
while the lawn grasses are having 
a siesta, the crabgrass will reach 
its most vigorous stage, spreading 
horizontally at great speed, rooting 
as it grows. ” 

x - * 

To achieve a lawn that is+com- 
pletely free of this pestiferous weed, 
the first requisite is to have a heavy 
stand of healthy grass im a well- 
drained, well-fed soil. Where turf 
is thick, crabgrass cannot gain a 
foothold. But in almost every lawn 
some condition exists which gives 
the weed a chance to get ahead. 

* * 

Too close cutting of lawns in 
June or July, for instance, will en- 
courage crabgrass, for like some 
of the broadleaved weeds, it sprouts 
and develops best when it is not 
shaded. Also, even. if the lawn 
seed was pure in the beginning, 
seeds of crabgrass which have been 
lying in the soil for many years 
will germinate if they are brought . 


to the surface by spading the 
ground. 

* € * 
Latent seeds keep germinating 


over a long period. By the end of 
August, new plants in turn are 
forming seeds which are apt to 
ripen within a week.

There is no need for discourage- 
ment today, however, if crabgrass 
has infested the lawn. Two reliable 
types of chemicals are now on the 
market which will eliminate. this 
once resistant weed without hurt- 
ing the turf more than temporarily. 
And experiments are being ‘made . 
with even more promising chemi- 
cals and new methods of applica- 
tion.

The two recommended cheniicals 
now available are phenyl mercuric 
acetate, known in the trade as 
PMA, and potassium cyanate, -de- 
signated as KOCN,. Each one ap* 
pears on the shelves of garden supe 
ply stores under a-number Tf 
trade names. To learn the chemical 
content of each, the label must be 
inspected, and, to insure proper re- 
sults, the directions for each brand 
must be followed accurately

At the Experiment Station where 
PMA was discovered as a means 
of killing crabgrass, it has also been 
found that combining it with 2,4-D 
in the season’s first application will 
eliminate the broadleaved weeds, 
such as plantain and dandelion, at 
the same time, Subsequent: applica- 
tions of PMA alone, at the rate 
directed on the container, need to 
be made as usual, PMA, which was 
originally developed as a fungicide, 
will successfully. combat dollar 
spot and other lawn diseases. 


* * * 


Both PMA and KOCN will cause 
a slight browning ‘of the’ lawn 
grass, but the effect should wear 
off after a couple of weeks. In 
other words, the. lawn grasses re-. 
covertwhilg the crabgrass dies. The 
damage will be more: severe, how- 
ever, if the grass°is cut. too short, 
if too strong a concentration Of the 
chemical is used or if the weather 
is exceedingly hot and dry.

Before these present-day chem- 
icals were discovered, arsenates 
were the principal weedkillers used 
for crabgrass and all other weeds.

The new 
compounds are safe to use if ordin- 
ary precautions are taken, And they 
are selective; that is, they will 
kill one kind of plant without per- 
manently affecting others. Potas- 
sium cyanate, which is relatively 
harmless, is not to be confused 
with the deadly compound, potas- 
sium cyanide,

While crabgrass killers now on 
the market are effective, home- 
owners will do well to watch for 
the new ones now being tested at 
several experiment stations and by 
manufacturers. One—dichloral urea 
—which is completely harmless to 
use, has given excellent results with 
no burning of the lawn at all, It 
is reported to be rather bulky te 
handle, however.

But don't let 
the Jooks or sound of the name 
fool you. For maleic hydrazide, 
known as MH for short, may prove 
to be the answer to an age-old 
dream—the dream of potato, turnip, 
carrot and other root-growers. of 
being able to store their produce 
in the late Fall and not have its 
value Slashed to pitees- through 
sprouting.

Sugar-beet farmers and proces- 
sors have longed for something 
which would prevent the beets from 
heating in storage and so losing a 
valuable part of their sugar content. 
Mr. MH might be the answer to 
that one as well.

Maleic hydrazide is a new chemi- 
cal that you simply spray on tuber 
crops SOMETIME BEFORE 
HARVEST. Then when your tu- 
bers are dug and stored, they sim- 
ply refuse to sprout and retain a 
remarkable freshness, according to 
W. Lowell Treaster, writing in The 
Country Gentleman. Tests have 
been going’on with these prehar- 
vest sprays for two years*now, and 
have been successful to the . point 
of amazement, As yet the chemical 
is being manufactured for experi- 


mental purposes by the United 
States Rubber Company, whose 
chemical divisiom says—"’ Limited 


quantities of MH-30 are available 


‘for test-sales purposes during the 


current season, and sales are limit- 
ed by law to organizations with 
qualified technical personnel who 
will supervise tests and report on 
results.”

While testing a number of chemi- 
cals, S. H. Wittwer, Michigan State 
Horticulturist, two years ago dis- 
covered that this compound has 
properties for arresting growth in 
stored vegetables. At that timé he 
was s¢arching for something that 
could be used as a preharvest fo- 
liage spray to prevent sprouting. 

First tests were on onions; later 
potatoes, carrots, garden beets, par- 
snips, turnips, rutabagas and. sugar 
beets. All experiments were uni- 
formly successful. 

= * + 

“T have seldom seen tests when 
results were so nearly perfect as 
those with maleic hydrazide,” Witt- 
wer commented. “We could hardly 
believe them possible.” 

The scientist has large quantities 
of both Pontiac and Cobbler pota- 
toes in storage—half of them treat- 
ed, the other half untreated, As of 
May 15 the treated were as sound 
and as firm as when they came 
from the ground; the untreated 
shriveled, soft and wearing long 
sprouts, absolutely unfit for use. 
Both varieties were planted last 
May 10, 1950, and harvested about 
September 1 1950. Various maleic 
hydrazide concentrations were ap- 
plied from two weeks to six weeks 
before harvest. Potatoes receiving 
2500 parts.of MH per million parts 
of water cither four or six weeks 
before harvest refused to sprout 
during eight months of storage at 
57 degrees F. Even with 1000 parts 
per million there was little evidence 
of sprout growth, There was no 
effect on yield of the sprayed crop.

Onion tests were as convincing, 
with trials even more cone lusive as 
they have been conducted for two 


years, The same can be said for

In the onion tests the green tops 
of the various varicties were spray- 
ed in the. field about two weeks 
before harvest, Solution strengths 
ranged from 500 to 2500 parts of 
MH per million of water. Although 
considerable inhibition of sprouting 
took place with the 500. strength, 
the 2500-parts satution héid all. of 
the onions in perfect condition, 
with no sprouting, until May 10, 
There was no evidence that sprout. 
ing would occur in the near tuture,

Most important was the. finding 
that the preharvest spray prevented 
loss of sugar during storage. The 
untreated -beets lost more than 13 


per cent of the total original sugar, ‘ 


while the treated beets lost less 
than 1 per cent. Weight loss was 
held to virtually nothing in the 
treated beets, while the untreated 
lot lost nearly 10. per cent. Maleic 
hydrazide also kept the beets from 
heating, with. the. treated beets run- 
ning several degrees cooler through- 
out the 35 days of storage. 
* * * 

If the new spray continues to be 
as successful im future trials, the 
effect upon the entire vegetable- 
growing and marketing industry 
will be phenomenal, Onion growers 
will be able to turn to the higher- 
yielding Sweet Spanish types of 
onions for a better consumer mar- 
ket. Sweet Spanish types haven't 
been successful because of their 
poor keeping qualities. Retailers will 
be able to sell onions the year 
around without large losses. House- 
wives can buy in larger quantities 
without fear of sprouting and shri- 
veling. It is possible that the en- 
tire national onion-breeding pro- 
gram may be redirected to the mild- 
er high-quality types which, in the 
past, have kept poorly storage.

As fér potatoes, good/tubers will 
be on the market throughout the 
year, Growers, wholesalers and re- 
tailers will make a surer profit, and 
housewives can store without con- 
tinually desprouting. Potatoes will 
suffer no wrinkling or shriveling, 
and little weight loss, Cooking qual- 
ity is definitely superior in treated 
as compared to untreated potatoes 
after a period of storage. Potato- 
chip manufacturers will likely find 
a constant high-quality source of 
supply, because tests indicate that 
MH-treated potatoes will make bet- 
ter chips even though the potatoes 
have been in storage for some time. 
Color of the chip is better, and 
there is ‘no odor, no effect on 
flavor, 

As part of the tests all treated 
vegetables were eaten. There were 
no ill effects, and the consumers 
could detect no change in flavor. 

+ * * 

Other vegetables are soon to un- 
dergo tests, Sweet corn and peas 
are next. Both break down quickly 
after harvest and require rapid han- 
dling by packers to retain quality. 
Scientists believe .maleic hydrazide 
may stop the enzyme action when 
applied to these two vegetables.

When 
this is so, it is a Rood plan to fill 
the drills with water so that the 
seeds are in direct contact with 
moist earth, The-dry soil with 
which they are covered will hold 
moisture and help germination.

A number of annuals from alys- 
sum to zinnmia may be sown now, 
lf they are being grown for cut- 
ting, i: is usually more convenient 
to sow them in drills where they 
are to bloom. Seeds should be sown 
sparsely and the seedlings thinned 
early so that each plant is at least 
a few inches from its neighbor. This 
is best done on a cloudy day if 
possible, but if not, then in the 
evening, to help seedlings recover 
from possible root disturbance.

Tulips In Holland 


‘ At three o'clock each day a traia 


steams into Amsterdam _ station, 
“the flower train.” Each day, im 
the early morning, on the roads 
to The Hague and Leyden, cycles 
can be seen loaded with bouquets, 
while on the canals the barges that 
glide by look like moving gardens. 


However large the flower con- 
sumption in Holland can be, it is 
far from exhausting the richness of 
the Haarlem fields. Bulbs for ex- 
port are ripened and selected, new 
varieties are skillfully created. 
‘There are hyacinths, narcissi, lilies, 
jonquils by the thousands, but pre- 
ference goes to the tulips. It is 
known that this plant was im- 
ported from Turkey in the middle 
of the sixteenth century by an 
Austrian ambassador. 


It was Clusius the botanist who 
introduced tulips into Holland in 
the preceding century, but inspired 
specialists have altered a hundred 
times their shape, size and colour, 
iach new variety was paid the 
price of gold. In the records of 
Tiaarlem or Alkmaar ate found 
deeds of sales which make one 
dream. The prices are fabulous and 
often moncy was insufficient. Some 
gave pairs of pure Friesland horses 
with their harness in order to pay 
for them: others gave houses, parxg, 
etc. One variety bears the name of 
a brewer, pho, in order to obtain 
ft, gave his factory with all its 


equipment. It was the black tulip, 


that gave a romantic inspiration 
to Alexandre Dumas when he wrote 
his book, “La Tulipe Noire” (“The 
Black Tulip”). Phese tulips were 
impossible ‘to find; however, there 
ace others as regal. One single 
bulb of. these was sufficient as a 
dowry for a daughter, The story 
is told of a rich Amsterdam mer- 
chant who, in order to be fashion- 
able, had bought six bulbs of a 
rare variety. He left them on a 
table in his sitting room; his ser- 
vant, who probably came from 
some distant province where the 
bulbs were not grown, was amazed 
to see onions On a_ sitting-room 
table: so she took them to the 
kitchen, peeled them and put them 
in the stew. The story does not 
go on to say whether her master 
enjoyed his meal or not.,...

River of Grass : 


There are no other Everglades in 
the world. 


They are, they have always been, 
one of the uniqne regions of .the 
earth, remote, never wholly known. 
Nething anywhere else is like 
them; their vast glittering open- 
mess, wider than the enormous 
visible round of the horizon, the 
racing’ free saltness and sweetness 
of their massive winds, under the 
euins blue heights of space. 
They are unique also in the sim- 
plicity, the diversity, the related 
harmony of the forms of life they 
enclose. The miracle of the light 
pours over the green and brown 
expanse of saw grass and of water, 
shining and slow-moving below, the 
gtass and water that is the meaning 
and the central fact of the Ever- 
glades of Florida. It ‘s a river of 
grass... . 


The English *from the Bahamas, 


‘¢harting the Florida coasts in the 


early seventeen hundreds, had no 
very clear idea’ of them. Gerard de 
Brahm, the surveyor, may have 
gone up some of the cast-codst 
rivers and stared out on that end- 
less, watery bright expanse, for on 
his map he called them “River 
Glades.” But on the later English 
maps “River” becomes “Ever,” so 
it is hard to tell what he intended. 


The present name came, into 
general use only after the acquisi- 
tion of Florida from Spain in 1819 
by the United States. The Turner 
map of 1823 was the f+: to use the 
word “Everglades.” ’'* 


The word “glade” is of the oldest 
English origin. It comes from the 
Anglo-Saxon (glaed,” with the 
"as" diphthong, shortened to “gla.” 
tt meant “shining” or “bridge,” 
perhaps as of water. The same 
word was used in the Scandinavian 
languages for “a clear place in the 
sky, a bright streak or patch of 
ight,” as Webster's International 
Dictionary gives it. 

But most dictionaries nowadays 
ind a definition of them with the 
qualifying phrase, “as of the Flor- 
da Everglades.” So that they have 
thus become unique in being their 
ywn, and only, best definition. 
From “The Everglades: River of 
Geass,” by Marjory Stoneman 
Douglas.

Your proper haircut. ahd \shap- 
ing is the foundation for any i\air- 
do. Most short hair requires Atim- 
ming every two weeks and a good 
shaping once a*month: ff 

‘To cut your. own hair is fossi- 
ble, but a little difficult. It re- 
qivires patience! perseverance, and 
When you can obtain 
the services of a. good professional 
stylist it might be well to start 
with a perfect pattern, then > trim 
your hair often enough ‘to retain 
its original shape, Or perhaps you 


can exchange 


experience, 


haircuts with some 
friend. 

A good pair of shears and: tap- 
your main tools. 
Others which are helpful include 

razor, clippers, and sthinning 
shears. The. clippers are useful 
when styling a short mannish cut; 
thinning shears are an aid for quich 
thinning of very. thick hair. 

The basic cut for any stvle is 
from three to five inches long all 
over your head with tapering 
“chapered” ends as your hair would 
naturally grow, 

The hardest task is cutting long 
hair short for the first gime. lf 
you wish to do it yourselt, cut if 
about five or six inches from the 
scalp al! over your head, Use thin- 
ning shears to do this unles# you 
want your ends to have a blunt- 
cut appearance. Then proceed to 
cut and shape. <—— 

Simulating Round Bal! 

Your finished cut should: simu- 
latex round ball when it is comb- 
ed straight out all over your head 
Then you may wear, it up or down 
and part it wherever you wish. 

For those who like it, there is 
also the modern blunt cut, as well 
as the bell shape or the sleek, 
short-cropped cut with the ends 
flipped up from the nape of the 
neck.

CaNnabA has been a land of 
opportunity to settlers for many 
generations. Much of our strength 
stems from the blending of racial and 
cultural heritages from many lands. 

It is a grand feat of nation build- 
ing when so many cultures march 
cordially together, cooperating and 
making allowances, merging ideas 
and preserving: ideals, linked by a 
common citizenship in the great 
Canadian Family. 

One of the first Welshmen to come 
to Canada was Thomas Button who 


shears, With a razor or “taperette,” 
which 18 a comb and razor com- 
bined—an easier instrument for the 
hovice than a plain safety razor— 
the hair ts’ cut wet. 

Thinning. shears have a_ series 
of .very fine teeth, which you use 
on dry hair. Each tooth cuts about 
12 hairs at a time. While using, 
keep the shears in motion ard 
watch that you don’t cut out in 
chunks or thin it too much. You 
can doa perfect piece of thinning 
with plain barber shears when you 
have become more skilled. 

Whichever tool you use, the fol- 
lowing simple blocking procedure 
will be helpful. First section. your 
hair in halves from the back of 
cach ear over the crown. Part thé. 
front piece on each side and sec- 
nre the three sections flat with 
hairpins. s 

Then divide the hair in back 
horizentally across from the top, 
ear to ear and over the highest 
curve of bone structure before it 
begins to taper down. Secure this 
top middle back section out of the 
way. Divide the next section into 
thirds and secure. 

Cut or taper clockwise begin- 
ning at the right front, three sec- 
tions on the neck, the middie back, 
the left side and the top last. 

Within each section pick up a 
narrow rectangle of hair between 
your first two fingers, hold the 
ends tight and the hair strand on 
a tension. Slide the razor flat over 
the full. length of the hair, bear- 
ing down in a series of short 
strokes, taking off just a little at 
a time. r 

For scissor thinning, use this 
rule: Hold the strand tight be- 
tween your first two fingers, 


slither the open V of your barber 
shears up and down the strand 
and close to your scalp according 
to the amount of thinning you need. 
Needlepointing the Hair 
This should needlepoint the hair 
at alternating lengths. Do not 


| 
| 


twist the strand a little, so you 
don’t cut it off abruptly at the 
beginning when you insert your 
scissors. z 

If you wish the ends to be tap- 
éred to a very fine pomt > (and 
a tapered .end curls better than a 
blunt end) back-comb the strand 
of hair, slithering off just what 
remains between your fingers 

Next proceed to the three sec- 
tions on your neck. The sides back 
of your ears usually mecd more 
thinning than the middle section 
and cam serve as a guide to the 
centre back section. 

Take care in thinhing the top 
so as not to have any blunt ends 
showing in your part. For a final 
test, pull your hair up through 
your fingers, making it stand out 
like a round ball. You can. use 
the comb as a ruler to sce that 
all of your hair is approximately 
the same length. Give it any fin- 
ishing shaping it needs. 

For Blunt-End Bob 

If you wish» a plain bob with 
blunt ends which swish or dove- 
tail to one side of your, crown, 
hair will have to be one and a 
half to two inches longer here than 
over the rest of your head. You 
need not section off your hair but 
start from the top and top back, 
cutting each thin layer bluntly, 
using the top hair as a guide for 
picking up the bottom layers so 
that it has a~ graduated, bevelled 
effect when finished. 

If your hair is. inclined to be 
naturally curly, cut it in layers, 
thinning it in the grooves of the 
waves. This will encourage more 
depth to the wave. 

If you cut a child’s hair, to give 
him a rather short cut with a 
shingled, tailored back, section off 
the hair as in the ball method. 

Start at the back of the right 
ear. Scoop the hair. up through 
the large teeth of a, barber cpmb, 
cutting that which~ falls on the 
side of the comb towards you.

Tattooing 
Not So Popular Now 


An old soldier from Birmingham, 
65-year-old Mr. A. E. ‘Tipton, re- 
cently claimed to be the most tat- 
tooed man in Britain.

Although it is one of the oldest 
aris known to man, tatooing is not 
nearly so popular to-day as it used 
to be. 

It started with the body-paintings 
of primitive Man, which passed into 
tattooing as a means of making the 
designs more durable. Earlier at- 
tempts had, to the wearers disap- 
pointment, worn off with time. 

There is evidence that the ancient 
Egyptians used it, and through the 
centuries it spread all over the 
world. 

It was the fashion until recently 
for Burmese men to decorate ,the 
whole of the trunk and lower limbs 
with a form of tattoo 

In Japan, where the tatooing was 
developed into a fine art. a law was 
passed making it illegals This caus- 
ed some concern among the lower 
classes, who had used tattoos as a 
substitute for clothing. : 

And there are critics of the art 
in the United States, where Service 
authorities have imposed a censor- 
ship of all “tattooed ladies on Ser- 
vicemen’s arms and chests.”

The lure of treasure buried by the 
pirates—bars of gold, precious 
jewels, doubloons, ducatoons, florins 
—this is the stuff on which to build 
a dream. Properly, the man of ad- 
venturesome spirit takes himself in 
hand at times and tries to turn the 
dream into a reality. He sets out in 
search of the mouth-watefing booty. 
Perhaps he will chart a course to 
Old Providence Island in the West- 
ern end of the Carribbean Sea to 
seek out the sunken cave where they 
say that wild Welsh buccaneer of 
the South Seas, Sir Henry Morgan, 
buried his loot. Fair Warning: The 
mouth of this cave is under seventy- 
five feet of water, water swarming 
with sharks and barracuda. Or per- 
haps the man with spirit a little less 
adventuresome may find Tortuga, 
Juan Fernandez, Jamaica, all island 
haunts of the bravoes of the sea,

But happy ending or no, the lure 
has not lessened its appeal through 
the centuries and it-is with no sur- 
prise that we learn that another ex- 
pedition is to sail in search of the 
treasure, £250,000 of it, which be- 
longed to Capt. William Kidd, the 
most famous freebooter of them all. 

Protesting his innocence to the 
last and proclaiming that he was 
convicted by  perjurers, Captain 
Kidd was swung from the gallows 
on Execution Dock, Old Wapping, 
London, and left there in the sun 
to dry. But before his death the 
Captain sent his jailer to Richard 
Cotte, the Earl of Bellomont, ask- 
ing permission to lead an expedition 
to recover his treasure. 

Wrote Bellomont in a letter: “I 
sent him word that he was the 
King’s prisoner, and I’ could hear- 
ken to no such proposition, but | 
had the Gaoler fo try, if he could 
prevail with Captain Kidd, to dis- 
cover where his treasure was hid 
by him But he said nobody could 
find it but himself, and would not 
tell any further.”

Captain Kidd told “no. further,” 
but people have been searching for 
his treasure ever since, spurred on 
from time to time by. the rumors of 
the find'ng of gold, silver and 
jewels. 

It does seem a fact that some of 
Kidd's gold was found on Gardiner’s 
Island, on the eastern end of Long 
Island. Less likely are the other 
yarns, all of which have as a com- 
mon denominator the tale of the 
slave who helped bury the treasure 
coo . 
and then was himself killed and 
buried atop the chest. At one point 
this tale became intertwined with 
the legend of Sleepy Hoilow. 
Laborers digging near the Andre 
Monument in Tarrytown unearthed 
a headless skeleton assumed to be 
the remains of the murdered slave. 
But, with no evidence of buried 
treasure near by, more likely it was 
the remains of the spooky equest- 
rian who so unreasonably chased 
poor Ichabod along the lonely road.

Next morning 
he was fourid unconscious on his 
own threshold, His spane was near 
by with wet sand clinging to it but 
the boat was gone. The fisherman 
could explain nothing where he had 
gone, where he had dug, how he 
had gotten home. 

And another tale tells us that a 
farmer's wife near Rye, N.Y., on 
one properly dark and stormy night 
gave shelter-to a sailor who next 
morning filled her apron with 
strange gold pieces‘—Kidd’s gold, 
of course.

Light Fea The Atom

A well-known scientist has tian 
aged to “freeze” light, stopping it 
as it sped away from the camera 
at a spced of 186,000 miles a sec- 
ond, é 

‘Tie scientist used a special cam- 
era with the incredible fast speed 
of one hundredth-millionth of a 
second, The shutter speed of an 
ordinary box camera is one-twenty- 
fifth of a second. 

The photograph of light produc 
ed showed a discontinuous series 
of. luminous points which are, the 
actual units of radiant energy of 
which light is made up. 

Light is one of the tiost import- 
ant things in. our lives, but only 
recently has the process by which 
it is generated been discovered. 

It is what scientists call an elec- 
tromagnetic fadiation, In order to 
produce such a_ radiation electri- 
city must oscillate, that is, move 
to and fro like the swing of a pen- 
dulum or the vibration of a spring. 

These oscillations derive from 
atoms. An atom consists of minute 
particles called: electrons bearing a 
charge of negative electricity. 
These circle round a_ positively 


charged centre of nucleus like the. 


planets around the sun. 

When the atom receives energy, 
as may happen, for instance, when 
it. collides with another atom, an 
sicctntas will be pushed out of its 
orbit and become farther away 
from the nucleus, only to return 
to its original place a fraction of 
aw instant later.

Cheiro was more than a mere 
palmist. He combined an unrivalled 
knowledge of palmistry and astrol- 
ogy. with an amazing gift for clair- 
voyance, which helped to make his 
predictions uncannily accurate. One 
afternoon a severe-looking gentle- 
man was ushered into his consult- 
ing room, who, when he was seat- 
ed, thrust out his hands in a scepti- 
cal gesture, Cheiro told him that 
in a certain month of a certain year 
he’ would reach the highest pinnacle 
open to him in his profession.

Cheiro rarely told people that 
they would die,. for if death is 
shown in the hand there is nothing 
one can do to avoid it. But where 
there was a sign of likely mishap 
or injury, he invariably told his 
glient how to avoid it. Nevertheless, 
he revealed to King’ Edward VII 
and Lord Kitchener the exact year 
and manner of death, because they 
insisted on knowing.
